CONNIE MACK’S 


FIFTY YEARS IN BASEBALL 


PLAN FIRST AID 
ROAD STATIONS 


By Alan Gould 
NO 5—THE TURNING POINT 
While Mack was with the Pitts­ 
burgh club, big padded mitts were 
used by catchers for the first time, 
Sunday baseball was initiated 
by 
some National league clubs, the flat* 
bat was abolished and the pitching 
distance moved back from 50 to 60 
feet, 6 inches. 
Revolutionary, as well, were de­ 
velopments in baseball organization 
After the American association blew 
up, cities such at St. Louis, Louis­ 
ville and Cleveland were taken into 
membership of a new 12-club cir­ 
cuit. 
The split season was tried and 
abandoned but the 12-club forma­ 
tion remained intact until the end 
of the 19th century. The 20th was 
ushered in by a drastic upheaval, 
the organization of the New' Ameri­ 
can league as a rival und a war be­ 
tween opposing magnates that last­ 
ed for several years. 
Milwaukee, with Connie Mack as 
manager, was one of the original 
teams in the new league, launched 
in 1900. It finished second to Chi- 
caro, followed in order by Indian­ 
apolis, Detroit, Kansas City, Cleve­ 
land, Buffalo and Minneapolis. For 
the first time, baseball fans began 
to take notice of the managerial 
ability of the lanky Irishman. 
Looking backward, 30 years later. 
Mack told me: 
“My 
experience 
at 
Milwaukee 
was the turning point in my career. 
I did not know much about handling 
a club’s affairs, but I quickly found 
out. 
I was installed as business 
as well as playing manager. 
I 
called the roll, directed the play, 
paid the bills and handled the other 
office dealings, besides taking a fre­ 
quent turn behind the bat. My four 
years there w’ere most fruitful in 
their effect upon my later career. 
“When, in 1901, Johnson advised 
me to seize the chance for a part­ 
nership with the 8hibes in the Phil- 
adelpnia club of the new league, I 
was pretty well 
equipped for the 
job. 
My playing days were over. 


After coming to Philadelphia I never 
so much as put on a uniform 
again, and I have seldom even left 
the bench.” 
It was a struggle for Mack and 
his partners* from the outset iii 
their effort to gajn a footing with 
the new Athletics in the Quaker 
City. 
Connie 
Mack’s 
league 
salaries 
ranged from $2,000 to $3,500. 
He 
had married, but had been thrifty. 
He put every cent he lutd saved into 
the venture and acquired a 25 per 
cent interest. Later, when wealth 
and fame came to him, he was able 
to increase this to 50 per cent, but 
there was many a month in the 
early days when the appearance of 
the players’ pay envelopes was in 
uoubt and when no dividends what­ 
ever were declared. 
Philadelphia 
entered 
the 
new 
league in 1901 under the one and 
only man w'ho has ever managed its 
playing destinies. In the war with 
the National 
league for athletes, 
Mack assembled a mixed collection 
of veterans and youngsters. 
Among the youngsters was Eddie 
Plank, a college left-hander just 
out of Gettysburg, whose cross-fire 
later was to become famous. The 
Crss boys. Lave and Monte; Harry 
Davis and Dave Pultz were on the 
roster of the Athletics of 
1901. 
They finished fourth In the race, 
tailing Chicago, 
Boston and De­ 
troit, but leading Baltimore, W ash­ 
ington, Cleveland and Milwaukee 
Clark Griffith, the “Old Fox, ’ was 
pitcher-manager of the champion 
Chicago White 8ox, starting the 
American league career that was 
to lead him to the presidency of a 
world s championship club in W ash­ 
ington in 1924. Billy Sullivan, the 
famous catcher; Jimmy Burke, Joe 
Sugden and Fielder Jones, another 
to gain later fame as a manager. 
were members of the winning club. 
The popularity of the Athletics 
in modern times makes it difficult 
to realize that when Mack first 
directed a team there, it was large­ 
ly regarded as an outlaw' affair, un­

I HAVE just seen what. to me. appears to be a very great all-talking 
* 
moving picture—D. W. Griffith’s "Abraham Lincoln.'’ 
Into it have 
been interwoven real threads of emotion. 
It is an extremely dram atic 
presentation, with moments of the tenderest pathos and beauty. 
W alter Huston as "Lincoln.’ Una Merkel as "Ann Rutledge" and 
Hobart Bosworth as “General Lee’’ were notable portrayals. 
W ith great 
delicacy and without over sentim entality, the sweet and lovely story of 
Lincoln’s love for Ann Rutledge was enacted. The story put fineness 
into you and you took it away with you. 
And this very thing seems to me to be the im porant thing th at a 
picture should do 
not only to entertain but to give you something th at 
you can embody into your life and distribute, when you go home, or bac* 
to your work. 
For some reason or other, however, the public does not "flock" to such 
a picture. The small theatre in New York where we saw this presenta­ 
tion was only partially filled. 
I wondered about this. 
I am told that 
the all-talking picture “The Gold Diggers of Broadway" is one of the 
biggest money earners of them all.
